They Take Possession of a Town—Several 
Lives Lost. 
[By Telegraph.) 
W ellington (Kansas), December 17th.—About 
the middle of this forenoon, the Mayor of Caldwell, 
who w'as in the city, and one of the committee 
engaged in settling up the Danford business, 
received a dispatch from the City Marshal of Cald­ 
well, stating that a mob of cowboys had the town 
corraled, aud that the officers were pow'erless to 
suppress the trouble. 
The Mayor immediately 
replied with au order for the Marsha! to call out the 
citizens, and immediately suppress all rioting and 
arrest the participants ; and he also called upon the 
Sheriff, who organized a posse, and took a train for 
the scene of the trouble. It seems that the trouble 
had been brewing since last nh;ht, and grew out of 
ill feeling engendered at a gambling place. This 
morning a cowboy was arrested for disturbance, 
and fined aud ordered con milted. His friends 
swore that he should not be taken to jail, and in 
rescuing him the firing began. 
It was kept up for 
an hour or two between office*© and citizens and the 
cowboys. There were at firsc six cowboys and oi.e 
Dave Spear, a young fellow connected with a dance- 
house and saloon ot Caldwell, engaged against the 
officers. Three or four hundred shots were fired 
during the melee. 
Mike Meagher, ex Mayor of the 
city, who was assisting the officers, was shot through 
tho heart and killed. The only words he spoke after 
being shot were, *‘ Tell my wife I’ve got it at last.” 
The cowboy who shot Mcaghtr was Jim Talbott, 
who was one of the leaders of the party who to^k 
b&t.ker Danford from the Sheriff a short time since, 
and who headtd the element who insisted at all 
times on h&cglng Danford without giving him a 
chance to settle, and is alt gether a bad fellow. 
Immediately after kilting Meagher the cowboys 
skipped for the Territory, and rode out of town 
amid showers of lead, three of their horses be ng 
shot from under them. After the boys rode out 
Dan sipear walked into the bank and drew some 
money. While he was standing at the counter some 
one looked iu at the door and called out, “ Dave, 
they are after you.” He broke out of the back door 
and started to m n across lota toward the dance- 
house, the Red Light, when he was shot through the 
heart by one of the Marshal’s posse. 
Spear was a 
resident of Caldwell, having come with hi© father 
and two brothers from Missouri and settled in Cald­ 
well, where they have earned the reputation of be­ 
ing hard citizens. The 8pear?, it is claimed, sympa­ 
thize with the cowboys, because they want to keep 
their custom for their saloon. 
Dave Spear was ar­ 
rested a year ago, charged with murder, in having 
killed Frank Hunt, M-rsbal of Caldwell, by shoot 
ing him through the window of a dance house. He 
was discharged, though everybody thought him 
guilty. It is reported that four of the fleeing cow­ 
boys are surrounded in tbe timber, and cue of tho 
pursuing citizens shot in the arm. 
A late report sv.s: Rumors are flying about of 
the killirg of three or four citizens and tw o cow boys. 
There is nothing definite. 
LATER PARTICULARS. 
Caldw ell, December 16th.—Reports tame in late 
last night that l a ’.to t and his party had been cor­ 
raled in brush on Deer creek, twelve miles south o? 
here. It was ascertained that the cowboys had been 
closely pur ued, and that when they got t * Deer 
crerk they concealed themselves. Tho pursuing 
party only numbered eightmen, but they surrounded 
the ruffians as well as they could, and kept up firing 
upon them. About dark W. E Camp >ell, one of 
thefpnrsuets, received a sh^t which struck him 
above the groin, glanced and went through his wtíhí. 
This distracted the attention of t ie citizens, and it 
seems th?t dunng that time the cowbovs crawled 
out and escaped. At daylight this morning it was 
found that they w'ere gone. 
By that time there 
were fifty men on the ground, ail well armed. 
De 
tails were sent out and the country scoured, hut up 
to this evening no report lias come in. Cap;a:n J. 
M. Steel% of Wichita, brother-in-lavr of Mike 
Meigher, one of the men killed here yeste day, went 
down to-day. Steele means business, and won’t give 
up tbe chase until the villains are captured or their 
ia n > posfcibilitv of taking them 
The cowhows are 


od foot and without hats, having lost them in the 
chase. One of them is known to be wounded in the 
ankle. 
The streets here have been full of oeople all day, 
and there? seems tobe a determination to e’ean out., 
not only the parties who instigated the row, hut 
those who consort with them 
Caldwell will most 
likely lose some of its citizens by sudden emigration 
or otherwiee before io-inorruw night. 
The Coroner is now holding ».n inquest over Mike 
Meagher, winch will probably last until to morrow. 
Meagher’s body will be taken to Wichita for burial. 
Meagher was Marshal of that town during the worst 
part i f the cattle trade there, was brave to a fault, 
and u man who never shirked a duty. 
The inquest on George Spearv.il probably com 
menee to morrow. Spear was one of the friends of 
G. Flat, who was killed here last year while Mca.her 
was Masorcf the city. Tbe best informed state 
that Spear got up the row to have Meagher killed, 
having had a spite against him since the killing of 
Flat. There are three of the Spear family left the 
old man, Dave and a boy a bou* 12 named W; do 
Old Spear has brought hi* boys up to urink, g.ru­ 
ble and do everything else me?n. 
Four parti-s named Tom Love, Dick Eddolman, 
Tom Ditlany and Comanche Bill, charged with com­ 
plicity iu the row' yesterday, are under arrest.

GUITBAU’S DfFiNSB. 


The Assassin Makes a Statement to the 
Public. 
IBy Tclegrapn.J 


N ew Y o r k, December 16th.—The Star prints the 
follow ing written statement from Guiteau : 
To the National Associated Press: I have been 
requested to review my trial and give my opinion of 
tbe men who are doing it. 
In general I am we! 
pleased with the trial, especially with the Court and 
jury. Judge Cox I consider the man for this case. 
He’ is able, conscientious and careful, and is dis­ 
posed to give wide latitu ’e to all parties. 
I think 
he believes in my idea cf inspiration, and lio isa 
high.toned churchman, and, theref re, is disposed to 
do absolute justice to the Deity and ravself. With­ 
out the Deity’s pressure the President never would 
have been removed. The pressure destroyed my 
free agency. The Deity compelled me to do the act, 
just as a highwayman compels a man to give him 
money after placing a pistol at his victim’s head. 
The victim may know it is absolutely wreng for him 
to give the money that his wife and children need, 
hut how can he keep it with a pirtol at his head? 
This irresistible pressure to remove the President 
wo» upon me for thir:y day?, and it never left me 
when awake. It haunted me day and night. At last an 
opportunity come, and i shot him iti the Baltimore 
and Potomac depot. 
1 would not do it- again for a 
million dollars. Only a ini aole saved me from be­ 
ing shot there and then. 
THE ASSASSIN’S INSPIRATION. 
It was the most insane, foolhardy act possible, 
and no one in his right mmd could have dono it, hut 
the pressure ou me was so enormous that I would 
have done it if I had died the next moment. I had 
no power to prevent it. 
The President was sur­ 
rounded by his Cabinet and personal friends, and 
200 or 300 people who were in the depot. No out 
but a madman would think of assaulting him under 
such circumstances. 
If I had not been instantly 
hurried away by the police I would have been shot 
or hanged in five minutes. The Lord protected me 
then, as He baa on three other occasions since July 
2d, when I have been assaulted. The gradual war 
the Deity removed the President is a confirmation of 
my original inspiraron. I am well satisfied with the 
Deity’s conduct of this case thus far, and I have no 
doubt but He will continue to father the act to the 
end, and that the public will soocer or later see the 
spicial providence in the act. 
TAFFY FOR THE JURY. 
I have an unusually bright jury and I wish them 
to pass on my case. I judge they are honeat, 
conscientious and careful. They listen with the 
great* st interest to the testimony and addresses and 
no doubt they will give this case their mo3t solemn 
attention and dispose of it according to the facts 
and the law, and I presume that the high-toned, 
conscientious press of the nation will acquiesce in 
their verdicts Mr. Corkhill has introduced certain 
witnesses who are guilty of rank perjury. Some of 
them I have known nothing of for >ears, a id C’re 
nothing about. Their p-. rjury has been so manifest 
and wicked that it has excited my wrath and I have 
denounced them in plain language. I thall also 
show their iniquity in re uttal by my testimony ard 
that of others. 
I have denounced the District 
Attorney for the mean, deceptive way he has con­ 
ducted the pnsecution.

B ra in ! U n d e r In T n o ln in u r County* 
SoxuitA, December 17th.—Won. Bergel, who has 
for years kept a drink mg-house at the crossing of 
Sullivan a creek, on the Mountain road, about two 
miles from this place, wa j murdered last night, 
apparently with great brutality. 
Frank P. Gilkey, 
» neighbor of Bergel’s, st* pped at tbe house to-day 
at about I o’clock, and finding everything closed up. 
became suspicious that something was wrong, and 
began a search, which resulted in the finding of Ber- 
gtl’s body in the rear of the house, at the edge of 
the creek, among the bowlders, with his anna closely 
pinioned behind his back, a ropo drawn around bis 
throat, and a sheet thrown over his head. Closer 
inspection disclosed a knife-wound upon the right 
side of the neck, extending through a jugular vein, 
from which a groat deul of blood had flowed ; a 
wound in the left ear, presumably made by a pistol 
bullet, and bis fice battered out of shape by heavy 
blows with a club or similar weapon. Mr. Gilkey 
at once notified Deputy Sheriff McQuade, who prtf 
cecded to the premises with the Coroner. From 
their investigation it is learned that there wa© evi­ 
dence in the hou¿e of some disturbance tbe night 
before as of a drinking party 
No sign of violence, 
however, was discovered within do rs 
It is tup- 
posed that Ilf. Bergel was induced to drink, then 
lrd to the rear of tbe house and there murdered. 
Robbery was the piobabie motive, as no nii>ney was 
found in tbe house, and the victim w as known to 
have had some cash. An empty cigar box was found 
open near tbe body, which is said to have been used 
by him as a ca¿h box. Bergel was a largo, and 
powerful man, and it is presumable that two or more 
men must have been as>ociatcd iu the murder. No 
clew has yet been obtained of the perpetrators.

SPECIAL 
PROVIDENCE, 
OR 
W HAT? 


In our issue of Saturday we published a 
dispatch from Riceville, Tehama county, 
relating a very curieus circumstance. 
An 
o il barn had been used as a roosting- 
place by a flock of turkeys for some time, 
and this old barn caught fire and was 
burned. 
But the remarkable fact is that 
on the evening before the tire the turkeys 
“ for the first time deserted the barn, and 
“ at roosting time voluntarily chose a 
“ perch near the house.” The question is, 
how did these turkeys know that the barn 
was going to he burned ? The easiest way 
out of the puzzle would no doubt be to de­ 
ny the truth of the Btory. 
But it is certi­ 
fied to us by two highly respectable and 
intelligent citizens, one of whom happens 
to be the district school teacher. 
It is 
quite evident from the facts that the tur­ 
keys had received warning of the danger 
that impended, and equally clear that they 
considered this warning trustworthy. Now 
let ns suppose that instead of a flock of 
turkeys, a number of children had been 
accustomed to sleep in the barn ; and sup­ 
pose that on the evening before the fire these 
children had been impelled mysteriously 
to choose another sleeping-place; how 
would the episode have been characterized ? 
Beyond question it would have been called 
a “ special Providence.” And if it would 
have been called a special Providence in 
the case of children, how can it be any­ 
thing less than a special Providence in the 
case of the turkeys ? That animals and 
fowls may be the subjects of special Provi­ 
dence would seem indeed to be believed in 
some quarters, for at a religious meeting in 
San Francisco last week a preacher told a 
story of how on cue occasion he had been 
rewarded for keeping the Sabbath by 
being enabled to Bteal an egg, the layer of 
which egg, a brown hen, had walked into 
his room and there deposited it. 
This 
preacher believed that the brown hen had 
been sent to him by God, but it is to be 
observed that when animals or fowls of 
the air play any part in special Providences 
of the conventional type, they merely 
minister 
to 
some 
deyout 
Christian, 
whereas 
the 
turkeys 
of 
our 
story 
saved their own lives. 
The question 
of how they obtained their information 
is really a very interesting one, but if they 
obtained it in a perfectly natural way, as 
we suppose most of our Headers will con­ 
clude, what becomes of the special Provi­ 
dence hypothesis as applied to Man ? The 
obvious fact that animals reason pre­ 
cisely as men do, has been evaded by the 
pretense that “ instinct” does for them 
what “ reason" very often fails to do for 
human beings. 
But to say that such a 
proceeding on the part of an animal is the 
effect of instinct, does not explain the pro­ 
ceeding ; and when the latter, as in the 
present case, actually transcends reason, 
the instinct theory lands us in a predica­ 
ment, for it compels ns to admit that what 
we call instinct may be a much higher de­ 
velopment of the perceptive faculties than 
is attained by what we call reason. 
The 
turkeys of our story evidently knew in ad­ 
vance what children would not have known 
in advance. 
The owner of the barn did 
not know that it would be burned that 
night, but the turkeys knew it. 
And the 
question is, Where did they get their it- 
formation ? And why was this case not a 
Bpecial Providence 1

GUITEAO'S 
ADDRESS. 


The assassin's address to the press is a 
characteristic document. It is by no means 
inconsequent, but full of the most ful­ 
some egotism. 
What he expects to gain 
by it cannot be perceived. 
It is not an ar­ 
gument on his side, but merely a reitera­ 
tion of his inspiration theory : a theory 
which we presume nobody any longer gives 
him credit for ever having believed. 
The 
man is of a very inferior order of mind, 
and very probably partially insane. 
We 
do not think that a completely sane mind 
would be capable of the egotism which is 
plainly the master-passion of Gnit-ean’s life. 
That he is perfectly responsible, however, 
we have never had the slightest doubt, 
and his latest prodnction is well calculated 
to confirm this belief, for it is not in any 
sense the composition of an irresponsible 
lunatic. 


DEBRIS. 


So far as he has proceeded, President 
Arthur appears to have exercised sound 
judgment in the selection of Cabinet offi­ 
cers. 
It is remarked that none of the 
men he has chosen have Presidential ambi­ 
tions, and while it would certainly not be 
justifiable to choose men for such a reason 
alone, there can be no doabt that this ex­ 
clusion of paramount individual aspirations 
must tend to give greater harmony and hom­ 
ogeneity to the Administration. 
For when 
the head of a department is thinking con­ 
tinually of the effect of his conduct upon 
his own political prospects, it is to be ap­ 
prehended that he will rather seek to con­ 
trol the Administration in his interest than 
co-operate 
cheerfully and zealously in 
carrying out the wishes of its head. 
And 
if no member of the Cabinet has any 
further desire than to do well the work 
that lies under hi3 hand, the probability is 
that the Administration will reflect faith­ 
fully and continuously the policy of the 
President and the dominant party. 
In appointing Brewster Attorney-Gen­ 
eral the President has departed from the 
traditional practice with marked advant­ 
age to his administration. 
It has been 
customary to urge for this position some 
lawyer who has gained more distinction in 
party 
warfare than in his profession, 
and thus it has been rare to find a really 
able lawyer in the office. 
Mr. Brewster, 
however, is very much more of a lawyer 
than of a politician. 
He has not mixed 
much in politics, though an undoubted Be 
publican. 
He is the head of a legal firm 
which stands very high in the profession, 
and it must be presumed that in accepting 
a place in the Cabinet he surrenders much 
larger emoluments than the Government 
can offer him. 
The democratic spirit being 
hostile to the elevation of men who have 
already succeeded in life, has generally 
resisted the appointment to such offices of 
those who would have honored them most, 
and have given the country the most valu­ 
able services. 
The spirit of faction has 
supplemented the leveling tendency’, and 
h»3 sought to compel Presidents to restrict 
the field of their choice to the party 
“ workers.” Hence when an Attorney-Gen­ 
eral was wanted it was Customary to point 
out such lawyers as had neglected their 
profession to take an active part in poli­ 
tics ; and as the lawyers who neglect their 
profession are almost invariably those 
who have failed to make their mark in it, 
mediocrity and inferority have been among 
the leading features of the eligible candi- 
cates. 
Mr. Brewster happily does not be­ 
long to this class of appointees. 
He has 
proved his fitness by his life-work in the 
law, and he has acquired a competence 
which renders it possible for him to accept 
an office which must entail pecuniary loss 
upon him. 
Such a man can be trusted to 
acquit himself well in his new position, 
and it could he wished that the choice 
of Cabinet officers was always as sound as 
in his case. 
It is reported that the President was dis­ 
posed to give a seat in his Cabinet to Gen­ 
eral Beale, and that if this was done 
General Beale would be regarded as repre­ 
senting California. 
But this would be a 
serious mistake, for General Beale cannot 
be accepted by California as a representa­ 
tive. 
He owns a large tract of land in the 
southern part cf the State, and ho raises 
cattle there. 
But he does not reside in 
the State ; he is not known to the people 
at all generally ; and it would therefore be 
most unreasonable to speak of him as a 
Californian. 
When it was intimated, and 
apparently on good grounds, that President 
Arthur felt disposed to give the Pacific 
slope representation in his Cabinet, the 
public mind here at once centered upon 
one man, who coaid be fally trusted, and 
whose appointment would be alike an 
honor to California and a credit to the Ad­ 
ministration. 
That man was ex-Senator 
A. A. Sargent. In selecting him President 
Arthur would strengthen his own hands' 
greatly, and satisfy the sentiment of the 
Pacific coast completely. No doubt Senator 
Sargent has enemies, and they are willing 
to do him whatever injury they are capable 
of. 
But his enemies are also the enemies 
of all upright and faithful administration, 
and their resentment against him is the 
malice of baffled intriguers and public 
plunderers. 
If the President thinks fit to give Cali­ 
fornia a place in his Cabinet it will be 
necessary for him to select a Californian 
for that honor, and if ho intends to make 
the appointment significant of his future 
purposes, it will be necessary that he 
should choose a Californian whose ability 
and integrity are acknowledged. 
Senator 
Sargent meets both these requirement?. 
Ho is a representative Californian, and ha 
has had long experience in the transaction 
of public affairs. 
His Congressional career 
has rendered him familiar with the work of 
all the departments, and with the demands 
and needs of the country in the most 
various respects. 
Moreover his character 
is fully understood and appreciated by his 
late colleagues in the Senate, in which 
body he always commanded that respect 
and attention which it awards only to 
sterling merit and full information. 
No 
man indeed has better vindicated his fit­ 
ness for the highest positions in the service 
of his country, and should the President’s 
choice fall upon him it will be felt that he 
has followed out the lines upon which he 
began to form his Administration, with 
singular skill and consistency. 
Why General Beale should be offered the 
Navy Department we do not know, unless 
it is in recognition of that mysterious 
custom which seems always to eelect for 
this office some one profoundly ignorant 
of all nautical matters. There seems indeed 
to be something in both English and 
American governmental traditions which 
makes it the proper thing to place the con­ 
trol of the navy in the least competent 
hands. 
Sir Joseph Porter, K. C. B., is 
well known to have been a satire upon the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, Mr. Smith, 
who is a bookseller by trade. 
Gen. Beale 
is no donbt a capital judge of cattle and 
pasture land, but presumably knows noth­ 
ing of naval affairs. 
Perhaps the President 
considers that in the absence of a navy 
such knowledge would have no scope, 
and there is a measure of reason in this. 
But if we are ever to have a navy it 
seems desirable, not to say necessary, 
that we should begin by having a Secretary 
of the Navy who will take some interest in 
building it up. 
Mr. Sargent is not a 
sailor-rr.au, but he does understand the 
condition of the navy, and he has studied 
the subject while at Washington with 
characteristic thoroughness. 
Were he in 
that position he would no doubt employ 
hiB striking energy and persistence in 
erecting a navy out of the fragments which 
remain. 
Bat whether in the Navy or the 
Interior Department he would be very sure 
1o make himself conspicuous by hard 
work and practical improvement.

Testimony for the 
Defense—The Mines 
near Iowa Hill—Dehris the Re­ 
sult of N atural Wash. 


Til? slickens case—The People of the State of Cal­ 
ifornia vs. the Gold Run Ditch and Mining Com­ 
pany— was r’.sumed at 9:30 A. M. Saturday, iu De- 
paitment Two of the Superior Court, Judge Jackson 
Temple presiding. 
John B. Hobson resumed the witness-stand. (To 
Mr. Byrne)—There has been 
mined 
into the 
North Fork, above Rice’s bridge, 3,585,800 cubic 
yards of material from the Iowa Hill mines—about 
thirty-one acres. 
At the mine on Independence 
Hill during the three seasons we worked 278 days, 
and used 500 inches of water. We took out (66,429. 
The ex]»enses of the mine 
were $35,450, and 
the net proceeds were 830,977. 
The following 
amounts have h en taken ont in that vicinity : 
North Star and Wcisler claim at Iowa Hill proper, 


$2,000,000 ; Wolverine mine at Roach Hill, $800,000; 
Shelby, $105,000; Columbus, $100,000; Dayton, 
$156,000 ; Phillips, $80,000; Morning Star mine, at 
Morning S tir Hill, $250,000; Bird’s Flat mines, 
$200,000; Strawberry Flat, $100,000; Wisconsin 
Hill, $550,000; Grizzly Flat mines, $350,000; Sucker 
Flat, $250,000 ; total from Independence Hill mines, 
Í100.C00; Mountain Gate at Damascus, $1,500,060; 
total, $6,541,000. The production of the Mountain 
Gate mine at present varies from $3 to $5 per load— 
about 
$40,000 PER ACRE. 
There are about forty other mines that I have no 
statutics of. I have farmed some on my place, 
about three miles east of Auburn. The water I 
used to irrigate with came from the Bear river ditch. 
The water conveyed in that canal is very muddy, 
and carries large quantities of sediment and silt. 
The water in that canal is muddier than I ever “saw 
water in the Aimrican river. This water is consid­ 
ered by farmers good to irrigate with, as the sedi­ 
ment it carries is considered a good fertiliz *r. You 
canuot farm in the foothills without irrigating. All 
the farms in the neighborhood of Newcastle, Rock­ 
lin, Peuryn, Pino, Auburn and other poiuts in Pla­ 
cer county are irrigated with water from the Bear 
river ditch. 1 he natural washings of the hillsides 
between Iowa Hill and Damascus has largely in 
creased. This is caused by the grazing of large 
bauds of sheep, cutting off the timber, making 
roads, etc. The Iowa Ilill ditch has its source iu 
TADPOLE CANYON. 
In some places the r ads have washed out until they 
look like ditches. On Bowen’s Hill then; is a load 
that has worn down to the depth of three feet. 
There ara innumerable roads and trails all over this 
divide. The legging teams of Towle Bros., at Alta, 
have cut up the ridges badlj*. There is no granite 
between Rattlesnake Bar and the mouth of Canyon 
creek. The bedrock in the Cold Run mine is hard 
alate. The bottom material of that trine is a blue 
gravel carrying about 75 per cent, of reck. The 
blue dirt is about 80 feet in depth. I have seen 
harder material in lie mine than this sample (Gould 
No. 1). The gravel in the Iowa Hill mines is gen­ 
erally softer than that in the Gold Run mine. Twice 
as much gravel can be worked at Iowa Hill with the 
same amount of water. There are some land elides 
in Humbug canvon, near Damascus, and at several 
other point?. The river, during freshets and im­ 
mediately after, is just as muday above as below 
where mining is done. I don’t think there is any of 
the tailings from the Gold Run ever reaches Rice’s 
bridge, except that which is held iu suspension. 
Cross ex iininatIon ( t) Mr. Hart)—I have studied 
sun eying to some extent. [Here witness described 
the manner in which surveyors measured mining 
pits.) There has been mined from the Iowa Hill 
mines since 1878, 72 G00 cubic yards. I measured 
the pit in 1876, and measured it again in November 
of this year. 
I had read statements in 7 he Kkcokd- 
Union and made this measurenient to test their ac­ 
curacy. (Witness made a rough sketch of the pit at 
the Iowa Hill mine.] Above the blue gravel there 
is about ten per cent, of small cobble in the bank at 
Iowa Hill. Indian canyon, near its mouth, is quite 
steep. The last two miles have a grade of about 500 
feet to the mile. Above that the grade is very- 
slight. There has been put into Indiau canyon from 
the Iowa Hill mines 140 acres, twenty yards deep, or 
13,552,000 cubic yards. The blue gravel at the 
Morning Star is about eighty feet deep. I have 
measured the pits of all the mines at Iowa Hill. 
Some of them 1 measured last month. 
A large 
amount of the 13,552,000 cubic yards of material 
dumped into Canyon creek remains in the canyon. 
7 here is one mile of the canyon where the filling 
will average a depth of sixty feet. The Morning 
Star suspension bridge is now’ buried with 6aii(J. 
[Witness gave the figures again of the amount of 
ground washed in the various mines at Independence 
and Iow’a Hills, and (lumping into the North Fork, 
the same as in his direct-examination.] The entire 
cubic contents of the washings of those mines since 
1878 1 estimate at 3,585,800. There is drift mining 
at Damascus, about ten miles from Iowa Hill. It 
is considered in the Iowa Hill district. All the 
mines in that district, directly or indirectly, tail 
into the North Fork or into canyons tributary 
thereto. There has been some canyon mining done 
there bv Chinamen, but not a great deal of it. 
About sixty car-loads per day of dirt are taken out 
of the Mountain Gate drift mine at Damascus. In 
comparison w-ith the Gold Run mine the amount of 
dirt taken out is small. There has been a large 
amount of dirt worked out of Hayden Hill, Green 
Valley, Humbug Canyon, in the vicinity of Alti, 
and the H&rkvess mine, also at Blue Bluffs. There 
has been considerable mining on the south branch 
of the North Fork at Italian Bar aud numerous 
other bars. Also at Tadpole Canyon, New York 
Canyon, Sailor Canyon and Long Canyon. They all 
tail indirectly into the North Fork. The grade of 
the North Fork of the American river is greater 
above than below Canyon c. eek. This [Gould No. 
11 contains about eighty per cent, of stone. This 
(Gould No. 2] is found in the mines at Independence 
Hill. 
I have noticed particularly that a great 
quantity of 
NATURAL WASH 
Comes down every year. The red soil washes easily. 
The large reservoir eight miles above Iowa Hill has 
an elevation of 4,000 feet, and covers thirty acres of 
land. That reservoir was constructed about 1872. 
It is above all mining, y jt the entire area of that re­ 
servoir is covered very deep with sediment from 
natural wash. You cannot tell whether muddy 
waters carry sand or not except by experiment. My 
farm near Auburn had a light red soil, which was 
improved by plowing into it the deposits made by 
the waters from the Bear, river canal. The deposits 
of sediment on land I t* ink in nnst cases has a fer­ 
tilizing effect. 
y .—Jf you should mine all the roads in that 
country’ to a depth of sixteen feet, would you get as 
much material as is cjntained in the sand bur in the 
river opposite the city of Sacrament »? 
A.—1 do not know the extent of deposits in the 
Sacramento river. 
The natural washings bring 
down material in every stream. The country is not 
thickly timbered. The underbrush is principally 
called thorn-bush. 


A ftern o o n Session* 
John B. Hobson resumed the stand, and testified 
in answer to questions by Mr. Hart as follows: In 
irrigating our land we take the water from the Bear 
river ditch. That ditch continues to Auburn acd 
its water is distributed for purposes of irrigation 
and mining. At present most of it goes for irriga­ 
tion. During the mining season most Cf it is used 
for mining. During high water the river runs very 
swiftly. 
I never examined into the velocity with 
which the water moved. During a freshet a large 
amount of material might be carried in suspension. 
I thiuk my sluice is swifter than the river. I merely 
gues3 at that. I know it has more grade than the 
river between Rice’s bridge and Warner’s bndge. 
The grade of my sluices is an inch to the foot, or 
5.280 inclic3 to the mile. The grade of the river 
from Rice’s bridge to Canyon Creek, by the barom­ 
eter, is 326 feet—a distance of about eight miles. 
The grade of our sluice is 440 feet t« the mile. I 
think that the river runs swifter in our sluice than 
in the river, as the grade is greater. I have no di­ 
rect interest in this case; am not an owner 
in the Gold Hill ridge ; am not an owner in the 
Excelsior mine, and never have been. Have been 
down Indian Canyon ns far as Stemple’s tunrnl. 
Never was at the mouth of the canyon. There is a 
sluice in the canyon. The sluice is about two miles 
and a half from the suspension bridge. The canyon 
is very much filled with tailings. Do not know any­ 
thing about the canyon below Steraple’a tunnel. 
Redirect-examinatiou- I have not the books of 
the old Independence Hill gr und showing the 
amount of gold taken out. My estimate of that 
time wa9 taken from what the former owner told 
me in regard to what had been taken out of the 
claim. 1 know that there have been heavy railroad 
excavations and fiilinas on the ridge between the 
Bear river anu the North Fork. The greater por­ 
tion of the land in the Sacramento Valley contains 
sand. There is a great deal of land about Lincoln 
that is gravelly. 
Decomposed vegetable matter 
alone docs not make a good productive soil. The 
principal workings at Dutch Fiat have been in top 
gravel and not to the bed rock. The principal work­ 
ings at Gold Run have also been in top gravel. 
Adobe land would be improved by mixing soil in it. 
There is adobe so.l with sand in it on a ranch I have 
in the foot hills. The sand lightens the adobe. The 
mixture would not make anything like that blue 
cement. 
II L. Noyes, recalled, stated that he made a mis­ 
take in his testimony in regard to the bowlders in 
the Gold Run mine. When he said that there was 
fifty per cent, of large bow lders in the upper stratum 
of the Gold Run mine, he was mistaken in the 
question asked. He understood the question to be 
iu regard to the second bench of the Excelsior in­ 
stead of the upper bench. The material in the up­ 
per bench is very small, and there are only a very 
few bowlders as large as a man’s head in the upper 
stratum. 
Albert Halen, sworn for the defendant and exam­ 
ined by Mr. Catliii. testified : Live at Folsom 
Am 
Superintendent of the Natoma Ditch. 
Have been 
for five aears at work on the ditch and for two years 
Superintendent. That ditch takes its water’from 
the South Fork of the American river two miles 
from above Salmon Falls. The length of the main 
canal is fourteen and a half miles. The ditch in 1880 
carried 1,100 Natoma inches. It now’ carries fifty 
per cent. more. The measurement is through a 
four-inch aperture under 6ix-inch pressure. 
The 
water of that ditch is used for mining and irrigating. 
In the summer it is used more for irrigating 
than mining. In the winter none is used for irri­ 
gating. The first water for mining is taken oat for 
the Red Banks—about foity inches. The area of 
surface mined off at McDowell Hill is about twentv- 
flveorthirtv acres, averaging about five feet. It 
was mostly a red soil and gravel. That material was 
washed directly into the South Fork of the Ameri­ 
can river. The next mining below is on Red Banks. 
We supply no water at the McDowell Hill. The 
past mining at Red Banks is very deep. I should 
judge eighty or ninety acres, varying from five feet 
to fifty feet. The material was worked through 
sluices, in open cuts, into the river. There has been 
very little drift mining going on there in the past 
five years. They used to use from 150 to 250 inches 
and now only use forty inches. [Witness was shown 
a map, and pointed out McDowe 1 Hill and Red 
Bink?.] At McDowell Hill the elevaticn of the 
canal is about 100 feet above the river. At Red 
Banks it is about the same. The first branch of the 
ditch goes to Mormon Island, and then to the State 
Prison. It carries 100 inches. 
The next branch 
goes to Folsom. It carried 250 inches until a month 
ago, wh**n I enlarged it 500 inches, so as to aupplv a 
new mining claim that was op ned there. 
Ths 
Laws jn mine there has been mining five years that 
I know of. The town of Folsom is on high ground. 


T he Lawson mine is about 1,000 feet above the bridge. 
It is in the town, and occupies about four blocks. 
The average depth of the material that is washed in 
that claim is about 47 feet. 
Lawson uses water 
from his own reservoir. We seh him thirty inches, 
and he stores it in his reservoir, and when he works 
he uses 230 inches. The miue is 300 feet higher than 
the nver. The tailings deposited in rivers in the 
summer are all washed out in the winter time. This 
raiue is about half way between the Devil’s Elbow 
aud the bridge. 
When the tailings go out in the 
winter 1 guess it goes to Sacramento. r mall cobbles 
and finer material come down into the nver. The 
large cobbles are taken out in the claim. In all 
the gravel beds around Folsom there is some quartz 
gravel. The new claim I sj»oke of is Wiliams’ claim, 
in block 11, of the town of Folsom. The depth from 
the surface to the bedrock is thirty-one leet, and 
from there to the river is sev.nty feet. 
He re­ 
quires 250 inches of water there, and has t>een 
using that amount 
when 
he 
washes. 
He 
averages five days in the week washiug—mostly six 
days. 
I have noticed the Texas Hill diggings. 
There is au area of about 125 acres washed off there. 
It is covered with cobblestones. Those washings 
were from a depth of 5 to 25 feet. The open cut* 
are visiblo to any one passing there. On the oppo­ 
site side of the river are very ttep, high bluffs ; can­ 
not say how high. The average of the washings at 
the Texas Hill diggings would be 9 or 10 feet deep 
There has been mining carried on there during the 
past five years-tw o claims running, using 100 
inches. Tney are drift mines. They use about ICO 
inches whenever they have a pile of dirt drifted 
out to w’asb. There has been a little mining this 
summer near Ward’s ravine. There are two tunnels 
under the railroad at Rigney’s claim, between Fol­ 
som and Alder creek, lie discharges his material 
through both tunnels into the American river. The 
extent of ground worked in these claims is ten or 
twelve acres. 
He uses 125 inches of water two days 
and a half in the week. At Pennsylvania Flat there 
lias 
been 
about thirty acres washed 
to the 
depth of 14 feet on an average. Tait’a Flat has 
been mined off about sixty acres to an average depth 
of 10 feet. Their taii ugs w’ent directly iuto the 
American river. There has been some mining at 
Tait’s and Pennsylvania Flat since I have been 
there. When they have been running they used 
200 iuches of^ water. At present there are China­ 
men rocking in the old claims. At Willow' Springs 
Hill the washings were very deer—from 30 to 50 feet. 
The tailings go into the Willow creek. They mostly 
stay in the claim. The muddy water goes through 
the^creek to the river. The floods wash the creek 
out to the American river to a considerable extent. 
The flood will t ke the tailings and deposit them 
further down the creek. Alder creek, from Prairie 
City to the mouth, is a great deal larger than Willow 
creek, and the mining there has been much more 
extensive. 
The floods take a great deal of the tail­ 
ings out of Aid* r creek. Then others come in their 
place. As soon as the violence of the flood ceases 
the bed fills in again with other tailings. M.re or 
less of the tailings go into the American river. The 
banks of Alder treek are mostly bluffs. 
I know’ of 
some of 
the old 
reservoirs 
in that 
vicin­ 
ity. 
We 
made 
one 
dry 
and 
cut 
the 
bank down 
last 
jear. 
That 
was 
eighteen 
acres. 
We are plowing it now for a vineyard. The 
soil is a deposit made with second water that has 
been used for mining. That deposit on the bank at 
the end of the reservoir is five feet deep. It is 800 
feet long; begius at nothing and runs up to five 
feet. Tlie deposit is very fino. I have seen slickens 
at Alder creek. It is not that character of deposit. 
It is good soil. It is good sediment. It is the best 
qualities of the soil that is retained there. We call 
it sediment. It is clay and sand. At Ward’s ravine 
there used to be a reservoir. The bank of the re­ 
servoir is still there. That is filled w’ith sediment 
aud is cultivated as a gross field—common grass. 
When I first came here there was about 40 acres 
south of our plum orchard that was very wet and 
ha h 1 8 in it. Wc turned in sediment and tailings 
f i m the ni ne and left it for oue year, and then 
planted an orchard on it. The bank in the mine was 
a good deal like Chris. L wson’s, only that the soil 
w'as deeper. The orchard did not do very well, do 
cause it is too low there. Apricots anil jach es 
were planted on it. They suffer a great deal by the 
frost, because it was low and there was no draft. 
The trees that lived do fine. The plum trets all do 
first class, but the j>each and apricot trees cannot 
8 and the frost. The trees grow thrifty, and would 
do well except for the frost. 
Cross examined (by Mr. H art)-7’he most of the 
mining at Lawson’s claim was done l>efore I came 
there, five years ago. 
I do not know' how long they 
have been* mining there. Most of the mining at 
Red Banks was doue before I went there. The same 
at McDowell’s Hill and all the rest of the claims I 
have mentioned. The creeks clean out largely each 
winter. The water passing Folsom contains con 
sideruble sand. 
I do not Know that there is sedi­ 
ment in the river. Do not think an orchard would 
grow in the sand deposited along the river. 
It is 
sediment that we deposit in our reservoirs where we 
plant orchards. 
I noticed the washing out of Wil­ 
low creek, particularly in the past two years, be­ 
cause it changes its course, and two years ago 
carried off about ten or twenty acres of our land 
there.

BURGLARS ARRESTED. 
“ There’s many a slip,” etc. For some 
months past there have been a great many 
car robbers along the line of the railroad 
between Auburn and Oakland wharf. On 
the 28:h of November last eight of the' 
G. H. and S. A. cars were robbed while en 
route to Oakland. Chief Karcher and offi­ 
cers Arlington and Lee, of this city, and 
Briesell and Harris, of the railroad detective 
force, commencid to work up the case and 
arrest the offenders. In the course of their 
labors it became necessary to look after mat­ 
ters in San Francisco. Officer Arlington 
went thither, and while there he confided the 
business he was on to detectives Fuller 
and Coffee, of that city. Arlington found 
th„t the _men he was after were 
in _ this 
city, 
and 
telegraphed to 
Chief Karcher that fact and returned. 
He also found that the burglars had buiied 
some of their plunder near Pinole; that they 
had hired & plunger, and left it at the Broad­ 
way Btreet wharf at San Francesco, instead of 
returning it to the place where they received 
it. Arlington returned here on the evening 
of the 13th instant, and the search for the 
offenders was urged forward diligently. Their 
“ roost” was found and a watch Bet upon it. 
In the meantime, and before they had been 
able ro tied their men, the San Francisco de­ 
tectives appeared upon the scene. The Sacra­ 
mento officers suBpccted that they were going 
to interfere with their plans, and determined 
to prevent it, if possible, by arrest­ 
ing the parties. Officer Lee went to watch the 
“ roost.” While there be saw an old convict 
lurking about the vicinity, and, feariDg that 
he would give notice to the thieves of the 
presence of the officer, arrested him and took 
tiim to the city prison. Previous to this 
Brisseli had been indiscreet enough to tell the 
San Francisco officers where the thieves 
roomed, to wit, at the Empire House, but 
Lee did not know this. About mi inight of 
Friday night Lee was rewarded for his pa- 
tience.for the thieves appeared, all dressed and 
equipped to leave the city, and he called in 
the assistance of Brisseli, Harris and Arling­ 
ton, and they arrested the robbers and took 
them to the lock-up. It subsequently trans­ 
pired that the San Francisco officers had 
brought the man, who was arrested by Lee, 
up with them as a stool-pigeon, and sent him 
out to look up the whereabouts of the thieves, 
and themselves went to bed at the Western 
Hotel, registered under fictitious names. 
Lee, by arresting him, unwittingly spoiled 
their game, which, of course, was to make the 
arrest and claim all the credit of having 
worked up the case. 
The names of the 
thieveB are Mike Sheehan, alias Frank Sar­ 
gent, and George Willis, alias George Ander­ 
son. Some of the stolen property was also 
recovered, and the officers claim to have a 
dead case against them and a sure one. At 
the time of the arrest the robbers showed 
fight, and one of them came near getting the 
drop on Harris with his pistol, which is an 
English bull-dog, and was only prevented by 
Lis hand teing grasped before he could fire.

Rumors were afl iat eariy last week that 
Company B, First Artillery Regiment, com­ 
manded by Captain Hoaghtor, was taking 
preliminary steps tewsrds being mustered out 
of service. Inquiry in regard to the matter 
made at the company’s headquarters elicited 
the following statement as the facts upon the 
subject: At a meeting of the Boaid of Or­ 
ganization and Location, recently held, it 
was decided to change the service of Coin- 
piny B from that of a battery to a company 
of heavy artillery, to be armed with musket». 
This was not acceptable to the company, and 
at a meeting of tbe officers and members cf 
Company B, held on Monday last, it was 
unanimously decided by them to petition the 
Commander-in-Chief to honorably muster 
the company out of service. A petition to 
this effect was drawn up and signed by all 
present, and was subsequently signed by all 
other members to whom it was presented. 
On Friday afternoon last the commanding 
officer cf the company received the order to 
make the change of arms, directing that he 
turn in two of its brass pieces to the State 
armcry and make a requisition for sixty mus­ 
kets. It w s b also ordered that Companies A 
and G turn their Gatling guns over to Com­ 
pany B, and that a permanent squad of men 
be detailed,to be commanded by a Lieutenant, 
to man these guns and take proper care of 
them. This squad was also to have charge of 
the two remaining field pieces. Tbe receipt 
of this order hastened the previous determina­ 
tion of the company to be mustered out, and 
on Saturday morning the petition, which had 
previously been signed to that effect, was de­ 
livered to the Regimental Adjutant, to be 
forwarded through the proper military chan­ 
nels to the Commander in Chief, and it is ex­ 
pected by the company that the request will be 
granted. It has been further stated that oa 
Saturday aft-rnoou a recommendation was 
also forwarded from regimental headquarters 
that the company be mu-tered out of eervice, 
on the ground that it has not the neceeeary 
number of men that an active company in 
the National Guard of California ahonld 
have, and that at its parade upon the 12th 
inst. it appeared with a less number than 32 
men, tank and file, in violation of Section 2020 
of the Political Code. Thia company has 
been in existence eighteen years, sixteen of 
which time it was independent, and unat­ 
tached to ar.y regiment. Edgar Mills was its 
first Captain, and was succeeded by S. S. 
Montague, and soch mea as C. P. Hunting­ 
ton, Robert Hamilton, J. H. Carroll.

known, that I, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticultural and Health Officer of the Beard 
of State \ iticultural Commissionera, being duly 
authorized aud instructed by sail Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules and regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, aa provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to peualties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


ftlJAK AM INE RULES AND REGULATION». 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grow n, and 
intcoded for new' plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth ; all 
older wo 'd to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destroyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by anv duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reas n of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix 19, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu 
tion for plantation in this State, shall bo disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at Ine option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallonB of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble pbenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tax, two 
part3 water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and h 'at 
gently to boiling point tor one hour ; replace water 
loet by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crystals in wrater, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
w’ate r; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of 41 liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make 44 livtr of lime” take 
oue pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; m ix; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using ; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part o f 44 liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the saíne 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local reside nt inspectors, as provided for 
by law', for each section or region where vine grow’- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE FURTHER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 


All persons planting new vineya ds within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider al 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well os also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICATES, 
For the further convenience of vine-growers. cer­ 
tificates shall ne issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant, or the person in 
charge cf cuttings or rooted vines, setting foith 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cems for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to cover 
any quantity Of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be s .tisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise bo given 
any applicant who desires the same, and who shad 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations ->f 
this office. 


INFECTED W RAPPINGS, ETC. 
Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vims (referred to in Rule 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im- 
mers ng in or washing with any of the so’utions 
namedi n Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing m aterial shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENALTIES. 


All infractions or evasions of these rules will be 
punishable according to law.

missioners, and to authorize the appointment of 
certain cfficera, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture,” provided that there shall 
be no compensation fo such services of inspection 
excepting a fee, not tc exceed one dollar for each 
certificate of diainfectljn, in cas^ of compliance with 
quarantine regulat ons, and not to exceed five dol­ 
ía 8 for each certificate of disinfection, after seizure 
for non compliance; provided, however, such in­ 
spection may be employed at the option of the own­ 
ers of property requiring disinfection, to disinfect 
the same. And also said local resident Inspectors 
will be entitled to such other fees as are provided 
for in ca^es of conviction and seizures. 
1. All tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind infected by any insect or 
insects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larvae or pupaa, that are known to be injurious to fruit 
or fruit trees and liable to spread contagion ; or any 
tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants, or 
trees of any kind grown or planted in any county 
or di.-trict witnln the State of California, in which 
trees or plañís, in orchards, nurseries or places, are 
known to be infested by any insect or insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, fheir eggs, larvae or 
pupae, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread ion'4»gion. are hereby required 
to be disinfected before removal fur distribution or 
transportation from any orchard, nursery or nlace 
where said tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind are grown, or offered for 
rale or gift, as hereinafter provided. 
2. All tree or plant cuttings, grafts or scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, imported or brought 
into this State from any fore gn county, or from 
any of the United States or Territories, are hereby 
required to be disinfected immediate'y after their 
arrival in this State, and before being offered for 
sale or rem «ved for distribution or transportation, 
a3 hereinafter described ; provided, that if on ex­ 
amination of any such importations bv a local resi­ 
dent Inspector or the Chief Executive Horticultural 
Officer, a bill of health is certified to by such exam­ 
ining officer, then disinfection will be unnecessary. 
3. Fruit of any kind Infested by any species of 
Scale Insect or Sca’e Insects, or the germs thereof, 
namely, thoir ejfgs, larv» or pupae, known to be 
injurious to fruit and fruit ¡trees, and piabla to 
gpin&i eonls^ioo, is hereby required to be diiin-

ectea, as nercinafter pr >vided, before removal off 
the premises where grown, for the purpose of sale, 
gift, distribution or transportation. 
4 Fruit of any kind infested by any insect or in­ 
sects, or the gtrm3 thereof, namely, their eggs, 
lar\t»5 or pupa?, k* own to be injurious to fruit or 
fruit trees, and liable to spread contagion, imported 
or brought into this .State from any foreign country, 
or from any of the United States or Territories, is 
hereby prohibited from being offered tor sale, gift 
distribution or tran*{>ortation. 
5. Fruit of any kind infested by the insect known 
as the Codling Moth, or its larva or pupa, is hereby 
prohibited from being kept in bulk, or in packages 
or boxes of any kind, in any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, or being dried for food, or any 
other purposes, or being removed for sale, gift, 
distribution or transport.tion. 
6. Fruit boxes, packages or baskets, used for ship­ 
ping fruit to any destination, arc h roby required 
to be disinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, to be used for storage, shipping, 
or anv other purpose. 
7. Transportable material of any kind, infested by 
any insector insects, or the ¡senr. thereof, namely, 
their eggs, larva: or pupee, Vn«:>wn to be injurious 
to fruit or fnfit trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of any kiud may be disinfected by uipping in 
a solution composed of not 1< sa than one pound 
(1 n.) of commercial concentrated I¿e to each and 
every two (2) gallons of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or in any other manner satisfsctory to the 
Chief Executive Horticultural and Health ufficer. 
9. Empty fruit boxes, lockages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in haid boiling water not less than 
two minutes, b’cid boiling water used os such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not iesá than one 
pound (1 11») of concentrated pctaeh, or three- 
fourths tj) of one pound (1 lb) of c 'r centrated lye 
to ecch and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
anj other manner satisfactory to tho Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any spee'es of Scale insect or Scale Insects, or 
the germs therei f, namely, their eggs, larvm or 
pupae, may be disiufcittd before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit with a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (1 lb)of whale oil soap 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each aud every one and one quarter (1$) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or n any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown n any 
orchard, nursery or place, iu which trees or plants 
are known to be Infested with any insect or insects 
or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, lam e or 
pupa?, known to be injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all ]»er3ons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranportation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or t knsportati?n. 
12. Any tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, 
plauts or trees of any kind, empty fruit boxes, fruit 
packages, or fruit baskets, or transferable material 
of any kind, offered for sale, gift, distribution or 
transportation, in violation of the Quarantine Rules 
and Regulations for the protection of fruit and fruit 
trees, approved by the Board of State Viticultural 
Commissioners, may be seized by the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer, or by any of 
the local resident Inspectors appointed by him 
said seizure to be the taking posscsrion thereof, and 
ho ding for disinfection, or for an order of condem­ 
nation bj a Court of competent jurisdiction.
